This week. Chancellor of the Exchequer Reginald 
Maudling of Britain took the hit between his teeth, 
increased the duties on beer, spirits, wine and tobacco, 
and did so despite the fact that his government is due 
to go to the people within the next six months. 

If ever there was a non-vote-catching budget, this 
one of Mr. Maudling's should rank near the top. He 
has apparently risked losing the battle of the booths 
because he felt this was the way for Britain to face 
its current econo m ic difficulties. 

Mr. Maudling could have imposed higher rates of 
tax and other levies on Industry. He could have 
throttled expansion in other ways. But he told the 
country plainly that the export drive must be stepped 
up, and that the revenue the treasury so badly needs 
muat come from the domestic consumer. 

Mr. Maudling, however, found quick support from 
one sector of the British public. Investors greeted 
his bold budget by initiating a buying spree that took 
the London Stock Exchange industrial average to a 
new high for 1964, through a spectacular one session 
rise of nearly five per cent Even the distilleries, brew¬ 
eries and tobaccos, all affected by the higher taxation 
on their products, shared in the general rise. 

The London Stock Exchange had expected some¬ 
thing a great deal less palatable than Mr. Maudling's 
medicine for he has gone only part way towards eve¬ 
ning up the excess of expenditures over revenue. 

But whether his prescription will be as popular 
with Mr. Public when he goes to the polk as it has 
been with the investors, only the counting of the votes 
will teU.

A RECENT invasion of Vancouver by a nasty xmell 
borne on the breeze from somewhere else has led 
to a renewed call in that city for provincial acceptance 
of responsibility for combatting air pollution. 

To paraphrase a remark in the legislature at the 
last session, in thriving and growing British Columbia 
the odor of industry is the odor of jobs and money. 
The same can be said of smoke and cinders. 

But that does not mean that while these nuisances 
can be much alleviated and sometimes eliminated with¬ 
out putting the sources out of business—and experi¬ 
ence has shown that they can—their detrimental ef¬ 
fects can be shrugged off. 

The provincial government though has displayed 
no intention of getting into the Held of air pollution 
control. Its view seems to be that this is a matter for 
individual municipalities. Such an attitude Ignores the 
fact that a fouled atmosphere, as newly demonstrated 
to Vancouver residents' disgust, may be a travelling 
thing that pays no heed to municipal borders, nor its 
distant producers to municipal orders. 

No one would deny credit to the many British 
Columbia plants in unregulated areas that of their own 
accord have made expensive efforts to diminish the 
offensiveness of their gaseous outpourings. But few 
would doubt that the endeavors of these companies 
would be even more effective, and that others with less 
concern for their public relations would be brought 
closer into line, with the prodding and the help of a 
provincial authority.

I don't propose to none any 
brands. for the competitlton to de¬ 
velop the complete end Bale lawn 
feetlMeer is ao intense nowadays I 
doubt It say one manufacturer has 
much of an edge over another. A slow 
re l e a se formate win cost a Mt more, 
but it la eater and better for your 
lawn. 


Organic* do have am Mg advan¬ 
tage, though—you can alathar the 
stuff all over the lawn without any 
tear of burning the grass with an 
iiverdoaa. and this oan be Important 
if you an a heavy-handed, ham-fisted 
operator Uke me. This la. tn fact, the 
reason why so many golf course su¬ 
perintendents prefer organics—they 
can't afford to lahe a chance with 
centalve c hem ical fertitlaen In the 
hearts of casual hbrsd hatp. 


For example. In one catalogue be¬ 
fore me, the controlled release far- 
tllizer eeUs for 13.75 for a 25-pound 
bag. while the same manufacturer's 
“economy brand" can bo bought for 
S2JS. The cheaper formula will do 
a good Job, but you run the risk of 
burning your graae with an overdose; 
moreover, you get a aurgs of green 
every time you put It on—and you 
must keep patting it on all aura mar. 

For the find feed of the year, I 
favor a complete fertilizer—a well- 
balanced meal — in which nitrogen, 
phosphorus and potash are all com¬ 
bined In proper proportions to stimu¬ 
late root activity as well as leaf 
growth.
